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In response to an Office communication mailed from the U. S. Patent and Trademark 
Office on June 4, 2002, in the above-identified patent application, Applicants submit this 
Supplemental Response along with a Terminal Disclaimer and an appropriate fee under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.20(d). Applicants also submit a petition and an appropriate fee for a one month 
extension of time up to and including August 5, 2002 (August 4, 2002, fell on a Sunday). 



Rejection of Claims 7-9 under Obviousness-type Double Patenting 

The Office communication indicated that the request to hold the obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection of claims 7-9 in abeyance was not responsive to the Office Action mailed on 
November 19, 2001. In the Office Action, claims 7-9 were rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting in view of claims 1-33 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,143,529. 

In order to promote prosecution, but without acquiescing to the merits of the rejection, 
Applicants enclose an executed Terminal Disclaimer and an appropriate fee under 37 C.F.R. § 
1 .20(d). Therefore, Applicants respectfully request that this rejection be reconsidered and 
withdrawn.
